The death Ct the Rev. Thomas Pitts, 


D. D., of Pitt&burg, gives to medical 
science the strangest case ever "known in 
pathology. An. autopsy Haa disclosed 
that the late minister had a veritable 
thorn in his brain. 


Dr. Samuel Ayers, the specialist on 


diseases of the brain, condncted the post 
mortem. 
When the skull was opened a 


long plate was discovered. It was two 
inches in length, three-quarters of an 
inch in width, and had a very rough 
surface. It was found occupying a part 
of the membraneous partition, between 
the two hemispheres of the brain. The 
minister died suffering from convulsions, 
which were doubtless caused by thia 
bony growth. 
This also explains all that seemed un- 


accountable in Dr. Pitts' erratic conduct 
and actions during the last few years of 
his life. Dr. Ayers said he did not be- 
lieve there was a similar case in the his- 
tory of medicine. As yet ho is unable 
to explain the presence of this strange 
growth.

MONEY IN CIRCULATION. 


A Washington dispatch cays a state- 


ment has been prepared at the Treasury 
Department regarding the amounts of 
money in circulation on the 1st of July, 
I860, 1865, 1885, 1889 and 1891. It ap- 
pears from this statement that the as- 
sumption that there has been a great re- 
duction in the amount of money in cir- 
culation since the war is without foun- 
da'ion. All *he statements of the Depart- 
ment are made upon the same basis. 
The amount of each kind of money in the 
Treasury is ascertained and the remainder 
is given as the amount in circulation. In 
I860 there was about $435,000,000 in cir- 
ulation, the per capita being $13 85; 1805 
there was $733,000,000 in circulation; in 
1880 the circulation had reached $1,- 
293,000,000, the per capita being $33 03, 
while on January 1, 1891, the amount 
was $1,539,000,000, or about $34 10 per 
capita. Since January last there has been a 
decline^n the circulation in consequence 
of the heavy shipments of gold to for- 
eign countries, but notwithstanding the 
outflow of gold there was on the 1st in- 
stant about $1,500,000,000 in circulation 
and the amount per capita was $33 37. 


There is one thing the Treasury De- 


partment does not take into considera- 
tion in making its statement. In 1860 the 
money in circulation was so in fact. 
It 


was distributed among the people gen- 
erally and while none had any great 
amount, all had a little. Then there were 
on.y two, or, at most, three millionaires 
in the United States—Stephen Gerard of 
Philadelphia and A. T. Stewart and John 
Jacob Astor of New York. 


Naw there is scarcely a village in the 


Eastern States to poor to have a million- 
aire. Boston claims to have seventy, 
New York twice as many, and Philadel- 
phia and other cities a proportionate 


umber. 
The greater part of the billion and a 


half of money which the Treasury De- 
partment attempts to show is in circula- 
tion is accumulated in a few hands, and 
at present they are not disposed to invest 
it or get it into circulation. 
That i« 


what causes the stringency in tho money 
market, which it is claimed the free coin 
age of silver will relieve, because it wil 
be the meaus of getting more money in 
the hands ot the masses of tho people 
silver being the medium of exchangi 
among the masses.

popular vote, and the forfeiture of the 
charter by the Standard Oil Company 
It was alao recommended that tbe Qov 


" eminent control tho manufacture and 


sale of spirituous liquors. 


The platform, while more ia accord 


with the Democratic than Republican 
piinciples, attempts too much and there- 
fore will not be so effective. Thousand: 
may be opposed to taxation which aims 
to build up one interest at the expense of 
another, yet not favor woman suffrage 
nor the loaning of money to individuals 
by the Government. 


The effect of this party in the Ohio 


campaign, will, of course, depend upon 
which of th« two old parties it will draw 
the most votes from. That there is deep- 
seated dissatisfaction in farming com- 
munities with certain features of the Me- 
Kinley Act and Republican extravagance 
in the last Congress, there 13 no doubt 
•whatever. As many persons who have 
not the moral courage to leave a party 
with which they were associated when is 
sues now settled were involved, and unite 
with their former political antagonists, 
will not hesitate to join the new party, it 
is possible that the greatest defection 
will be from the Republican ranks, as 
was the case in Kansas and Nebraska. 
To offset such defection, however, the 
gold trust and every monopoly ia the 
United States, will contribute liberally 
to the McKinley campaign fuud, and tbe 
"sack" is a potent factor in determining 
majoritiea in Ohio ai well as in Nevada.

A Great Tidal Wave at Helbourn.

BAN FBANCIBCO, August ft.—Auckland ad-

CAREER OF DE ROHAN, 


ADMIRAL DAHLGREN'S BROTHER A 


SOLDIER OF FORTUNE. 


An Early Quarrel Estranges Them for 


XiUe—HI* Service onTwo Continents wltli 
Garibaldi—HI* Uurecompensed Service 
for Victor Emanuel. 
Admiral William de Bohan, who died 


ill this city, was one of the most remark- 
able men of this century, and a complete 
sketch of his lile.wonld read like a chap1 
ter from mediroval history. He was of 
Norse descent, his father having been a 
Swedish nobleman, and he was born 
Dahlgren, his elder brother being Ad- 
miral Dahlgren, of the United States 
navy, whose services afloat daring the 
war, as well as his advanced improve- 
ments in or'l nance, make such a bright 
page in the history of our navy. Another 
brother, younger, Charles Dahljjren, 
took Bides with the south during the 
war and was a general officer. 


De Rohan was nearly six feet in height, 


broad shouldered and deep cheated, and 
in his prime of life must have been ono 
of the most powerful men living. 
Hi0 


head was Websterian in its proportions. 


THE BROTHER'S FIGHT. 


Away back in the forties, when Will- 


iam had grown to man's estate in years, 
Admiral Dahlgren, then a lieutenant, 
was stationed at the navy yard here en- 
gaged in the ordnance departments, that 
made hia name famous for the style and 
method of building the great ship guns 
that bore his name and that fought tho 
naval battles of tho civil war. 
One day 


Dahlgren, the elder son, saw fit to take 
William severely to task for something, 
and that brought on a storm of angry 
words on both sides that resulted in the 
younger man knocking the older brother 
into a corner of the room. Dignity for- 
bade a personal altercation, and. Dahl- 
gren had an officer sent for. 


Taken ',o the old'City hall, William 


was sullen and unrepentant, and though 
family and neutral frienci* *ried to stop 
proceedings, Dahlgren pressed the case, 
and the offender was fined $100 for the 
assault. Then Dahlgren told the magis- 
trate that if William would make a 
public apology for having struck an offi- 
cer of the navy while in uniform he 
would be willing that the penalty be set 
aside. 


"Never! Never!" said William. "I 


will never apologize nor even speak a 
word to you while God lets me live; and 
more, while you live I will never again 
bear the name that you do." 


So they parted in the mayor's room at 


the City hall, and William assumed his 
mother's name of De Rohan, by which 
he was known thereafter at home and 
abroad to the day of his death. His 
mother was a member of the princely 
family of De Rohan, of France. 


Going abroad, his family connections 


and ample means brought him into in- 
timacy with persons of the highest rank 
in life, among them being Addiral Ho- 
bart (Pasha), of tho Turkish navy, and 
with him ho took service under the sul- 
tan, with the rank of captain. 


HIS CAREER, IN ITALIAN WATERS. 


Leaving the Turks he went to the 


Argentine Republic—then Buenos Ayres 
—with Garibaldi, and commanded the 
naval forces of tliat country in the sue • 
cessful revolution that brought indepen- 
dence. After that, when Garibaldi came 
to this country, De Rohari'went to Chili 
and became admiral of the Chilian navy. 


Late in the fifties he joined Garibaldi, 


with whom ha was in constant1 corre- 
spondence, in Europe, audentered heart 
and soul ivith liirn in his plans for the 
unification and independence of Italy,0 
While the great liberator directed and 
commanded the land iorces De Rohan 
was made admiral of the revolutionary 
navy, which was confirmed by Victor 
Enuvnuel. 


He was an admiral without a fleet, for 


they did not have a single vessel heavier 
than a coral fishing felucca; but he was 
energetic, and by a very liberal outlay 
of funds from his private purse and con- 
tributions by English and French friends 
he actually succeeded in purchasing and 
arming three good sized merchant steam- 
ers, with which he escaped to Sardinia 
and reported to Victor Emanuel. 


It was on these vessels that the then 


king of Sardinia and such troops as he 
had were transported to the mainland of 
Italy, and history tells of the result. 
During the siege of Rome Admiral De 
Rohan commanded the marine division 
under Garibaldi and supervised the ar- 
tillery fire. 


Oilier forms of government than re- 


publics fire at times ungrateful, and.it is 
so in this case, for, whilo Admiral De 
Rohan spent nearly $350,000 in providing 
the means that gnve the throne of Italy 
to the house of Savoy, he never was re- 
paid a penny, and died in Providence 
hospital here, cared for by charitable 
friends. 


During tv number of years he resided 


in EngLiu'd, where he became interested 
in the formation and workings of the 
British naval reserve, in which he was 
commissioned n commander by tho ad- 
miralty. 
During the ci\il war he was 


inteusflj loyal to (ho north, but refused 
to t»lu« : 1'ivico in our uavy lost ho might 
at souii' time be brought uudty. tho com- 
mand of bib brother, Admiral John Dahl- 
ijri 11 


1'ut I'fc <>y various excuses and neg- 


lected 1 \ Victor Emanuel in his attempts 
to b.'niij rop.iyment ot tho immense 
sums advanced to Il.ily, he came home, 
about U.71 uml luiJ hia olaiuis before the 
secicliiiy of faliiti1. 


In tin- belief that something would at 


least IA> accotuplished, Do Rohan went 
abruul i-^uin, and for several years tried 
to wot I. some mines he owned in Sar- 
dinia or Sicily, but he lacked capital for 
the woik, and returned home to find his 
case slumbering us negloctedly as though 
no ono in tho state department had ever 
heard of H. 


He was thoroughly disheartened, and 


for tho- first time in his life his high 
courage frilled before his misfortunes 
and his health gave way. Ho was then 
'nearly seventy years of ago, and when a 
stroke of pnralyeis followed he failed 
rapidly in a hospital.—Washington Post
